St. Paul, Minn., March 23.— (Spe-

Says Warning Is Against Miners. 

Indianapolis, Ind., March 23.—Attor- 
ney General Daugherty’s warning to 
coal miners against violence during 
the strike was interpreted tonight by 
William Green, secretarytreasurer of 
the United Mine Workers, as indicat- 
ing that the forces of the government 
would be used against the strikers for 
the benefit of coal operators. “The 
only impression which can be obtained 
from an analysis of the attitude of the 
government,” said Mr. Green, “is that, 
if necessary, the miners will be coerced 
and the forees of government wil] be 
used against them in order to guaran- 
tee a production of coal, but the coal 
operators may commit violence by re- 
fusing to carry out their contract and 
at the same time receive the protection 
of the government.

He says hfs enemies tried % get him to trial a 
month or so béfore the primaries of April 11, when 
candidates for the legislature will be nominated. 
He says they tried to get the state’s case presented 
to the jury and spread all over the state, but to 
time it so that his defense would not be given. 

Mr. Small could have had his verdict by Christ- 
mas easily if he would have gone to trial. It was 
not the state’s fault that from last July until this 
coming April has been consumed in trying to get 
him into court. | 

When Miller, the present state treasurer, cubis 
into office he found certificates of deposit indicat- 
ing that $10,000,000 of state money was in the 
Grant Park bank, which the state says was not 
even aegprivate bank at that time.

Secretary Hughes’ note to the governments of 
Great Britain, France, Italy, Japan, and Belgium 
finds it inconceivable that the allied governments 
would collect from Germany for the cot of the 
American army on the Rhine and refuse to pay the 


right of the United States to be paid is not only 
clearly equitable but is free from any technical 


The remaining f of this army have been 
ordered home, and soon there will be no American 
soldiers in Germany. American troops went into 
the Coblenz region under the terms of the armistice, 
and remained there at the request of the allies 
when a great many Americans thought they ought 
to be withdrawn. 

France particularly wanted the Americans to 
remain on the Rhine, because so long as they were 
there they were visible evidence of the codperation 
of the United States with the allies against Ger-

The real purpose is probably not to do so dis- 
honorable a thing merély for financial reasons 
but to add to the financial pressure on Germany 
the debt collecting activities of the Unfted Stat¢s. 
America will not be put in that position. The 
allies have collected and Mr. Hughes says that the 
United States looks to them for payment. France 
undoubtedly controlled the policy which kept the’ 
monéy, because France can think of her safety 
only im the terms of an industrially and financially 
prostrate Germany.

THE FOLLIES OF 1918. 
[The Stars and Stripes. ] | 

When things were moving most rapidly along the 
American front in France in the summer of 1918, 
Julius Rosenwald, prominent merchant of Chicago, 
came to France on a special mission from the war 
department, which he was serving in something in the 
nature of a dollar a year capacity. Mr. Rosenwald 
brought with him what he described as “ personal 
messages to the boys in the trenches” from the 
lgaders in the government at home. He delivered 
these messages in spéeches at points where he visited 
among the American troops, and a few of them were 


in the current numbers of the Stars and Stripes. 
From the issue of Aug. 30, 1918, for example, we 
quote the messages from two United States senators 


—Wadsworth of New York and Underwood of Ala- 
| bama. ;

Ameriea has ju 
to fight.” 

Senator Underwood said at that time : “ Say to the 
boys that Alabama stands behind their heroic service 
to the last man and our last dollar.” 

It is quite entertaining to compare these statements 
of 1918 with the statements of the Same senators fn 
1922 on the subject of adjusted compensation, now 
long delayed, for the same men to whom the mes- 
sages of 1918 were sent.

_ New Red Cabbage. 


If you want a food with the element 
fantastical, the new red cabbage has 
come up from the south to gratify you. 
You get your vitamines from it, too, 
and vitamines are getting a rather fan- 
tastical exploiting also. 


If you pickle red cabbage it is ques- 
tionable whether there will be left any 
virtue in it save that of its being ap- 
petizing and bulky, yet it is recom- 
mended in old books as a “tonic for a 
poor appetite.” You may prepare it 
thus: 

Take off the imperfect outer leaves 

of a red cabbage, wash if necessary, 
and cut up the rest as for slaw. Put 
into an earthen crock, powder with 
fine salt, and leave in a cold place for 
two days, stirring often in order that 
the salt may thoroughly penetrate the 
cabbage. A small amount may seem 
just sticky and a large quantity have 
enough water drawn out by the salt to 
be drained off. Slice one or more 
onions into the bottom of a crock, tie 
up a few olives with a peppercorn and 
any other spices you choose in a piece 
of freshly sealded cheesecloth, add to 
cabbage, and cover whole with cold or 
boiling vinegar. 
For a hot relish drain this from vine- 
gar and heat up or cook in bacon fat. 
Plain boiled red cabbage is excellent 
fried in fat. :
